"Deng  e  whar"  ("Wait  a  minute"),  I 
shouted  several  times  into  the  receiver. 
The  one  telephone  in  the  foreign 
teacher's  apartment  area  had  just  rung. 
Over  an  hour  ago  Susan  had  given  up 
waiting  for  the  call  from  her  sister  in 
Boston,  quite  sure  the  operator  had 
cancelled  it.  I  laid  the  receiver  down 
hoping  my  best  Chinese  had  been 
understood  as  I  ran  outside  shouting  at 
the  top  of  my  voice  to  rouse  Susan  in 
the  apartment  building  on  the  other 
side. 

As  I  look  back  at  diat  moment  I 
have  the  feeling  that  a  great  deal  may 
have  hung  on  this  simple  act  of 
communicating.  God  had  placed  me  in 
a  strategic  place  and  expected  me  to  be 
faithful  in  a  small  thing. 


The  rest  of  the  story  is  that 
President  Lu  Jinsuo  of  Henan  Teachers 
University  where  we  were  serving  in 
Xinxiang  City  was  leaving  for  Boston 
the  next  day  to  attend  a  conference. 
Through  some  of  his  questions  it 
became  apparent  that  he  had  no  travel 
experience  abroad  and  no  translator  was 
going  with  him.  Someone  must  meet 
him  in  the  Boston  airport  and  help  him 
make  his  connections. 

As  it  turned  out  President  Lu's 
registration  for  the  conference  had 
gotten  there  late,  and  no  one  from  the 
conference  was  there  to  meet  him.  He 
had  nowhere  to  stay.  But  because  that 
one  phone  call  went  through,  Susan's 
sister  was  there  to  meet  him.

A  christian  academic  environment 
is  a  truly  unique  entity.  Both  the 
words  "christian"  and  "academic"  are 
key  to  such  a  statement. 

To  suggest  that  at  FWBC  we  seek 
to  create  a  "christian"  environment  is  to 
make  several  assumptions.  The  most 
important  is  that  we  believe  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  truth  to  be  discovered.

We  don't  have  to  protect  truth,  but 
encourage  people  to  discover  it  in  their 
life  search.  What  we  want  are  studenLs 
who  have  a  thirst  to  learn. ..it  is  still 
true  that  those  who  seek  will  find!

A  PAINFUL 
ASSIGNMENT 

On  March  2nd  President  Gerig 
announced  personnel  reductions  as  part 
of  the  effort  to  trim  budget  for  the  1987- 
88  year.  Between  resignations  and  lay- 
offs, a  net  of  ten  full-time  workers  were 
taken  off  the  payroll  for  the  new  year 
beginning  July  1. 

The  process  for  this  personnel  re- 
alignment began  at  the  January  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  when  budget 
limits  were  discussed  for  the  new  year. 
At  that  time  the  Board  asked  that  the  87- 
88  budget  be  held  to  no  more  than 
$3,275,000,  a  reduction  of  about 
$200,000  from  the  current  year.  This 
would  assure  a  balanced  budget  and 
eliminate  the  need  for  any  additional 
short-term  borrowing  by  the  college.  It 
necessitated,  however,  a  staff  reduction 
plan  to  bring  staff  levels  more  in  line 
with  the  current  student  body  size. 

The  President's  Cabinet  and  an  Ad 
Hoc  Committee  from  the  Board  worked 
hard  at  coming  up  with  the  plan  that 
was  eventually  announced.  Each  of 
those  being  laid  off  were  given  four 
months  notice,  paid  time  off  to  search 
for  other  jobs,  and  assistance  in 
developing  resumes  to  use  in  job 
searches.  Happily,  almost  all  of  the 
affected  people  have  already  found  other 
employment.  President  Gerig  com- 
mented, "This  was  the  most  painful 
assignment  I  have  faced  since  coming 
to  FWBC.  I  am  delighted  that  the 
campus  community  has  been  so 
positive  and  supportive  during  this 
time  and  that  God  has  provided  for 
those  people  whose  jobs  were  affected. 
I  anticipate  a  good  year  as  we  continue 
to  work  together  for  God." 


PRESIDENT'S  ADVISORY 
COUNCIL  FORMED 

Community  volunteers  are  an  asset 
at  any  college.  They  supply  insight  for 
the  leadership  and  direction  of  the 
college,  open  doors  for  support  of  the 
institution,  and  provide  introduction  to 
new  friends. 


One  of  FWBC's  leading  volunteers 
has  discussed  with  President  Gerig  and 
Dr.  David  Lalka,  Vice  President  for 
Development,  the  necessity  of  such  a 
Council  in  the  life  of  Fort  Wayne  Bible 
College.  Through  his  encouragement 
and  with  Board  of  Governor's  approval, 
a  President's  Advisory  Council  was 
inaugurated  on  April  30,  1987. 

Currently  the  Council  comprises 
five  local  and  area  business  leaders  each 
of  whom  brings  unique  abilities  and 
perspectives  to  the  institution.   At  the 
President's  guidance,  the  Council  will 
meet  monthly  either  for  breakfast  or 
luncheon  to  discuss  the  needs,  plans, 
and  progress  of  the  College. 


Those  invited  into  membership 
include:  John  King  of  Liberty  Manage- 
ment; L^e  Melchi,  a  self-employed 
business  investor;  Michael  Boedeker, 
Vice  President  for  Investments  of 
Mutual  Security  Life;  Michael 
Moseley,  General  Manager  of  Trinity 
Wholesalers,  and  Thomas  Gearhart, 
broker,  Northwestern  Mutual  Life. 

The  Council  will  expand  and 
perpetuate  its  membership  to  include 
fifteen  local  and  area  leaders.  Its  chief 
purpose  is  to  advance  the  cause  of  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College  and  Christian 
higher  education  in  the  Fort  Wayne 
area.

brought  him  to  her  house  for  the  night 
and  contacted  some  visiting  Chinese 
friends  in  Boston  who  could  better 
communicate  with  him. 

How  terrible  it  would  have  been  if 
the  President  of  a  great  Chinese 
University,  who  was  making  our 
teaching  assignment  in  China  so 
pleasant,  would  have  had  a  bad  first 
experience  in  America! 

Remembering  this  incident 
comforts  me  concerning  my  summer 
investment  of  witness  in  China.  I  am 
convinced  that  God's  Spirit  is  there  in 
the  darkness  encouraging  us  to  be 
faithful  in  the  small  things  so  that  the 
connecting  communications  are  made. 

My  summer  assignment  was  to 
teach  English  under  the  direction  of  a 
Christian  organization  called  English 
Language  Institute.  (The  Oct/Nov 
1986  issue  of  World  Vision  magazine 
carried  a  feature  article  on  the  work  of 
ELI  in  China.)  This  organization 
places  English  teachers  for  year-long 
terms.  However,  there  are  also  short 
terms  in  the  summer.  Last  summer  I 
was  in  one  of  the  nine  summer  teams 
sent  out  to  various  universities  to 
conduct  a  six-weeks  summer  course  in 
up-grading  the  speaking  and  listening 
skills  of  the  middle-school  teachers.  I 
had  a  class  of  sixteen  young  teachers 
who  were  already  proficient  in  reading 
and  writing  English  but  who  were  now 
very  eager  to  study  English  under  a 
native  speaker. 

During  the  six  weeks  I  taught 
about  100  hours  in  the  classroom  and 
participated  in  afternoon  and  evening 
lectures,  in  dinners  and  parties,  and  in 
one-on-one  interviews.  We  became 
friends  and  the  parting  in  mid-August 
was  emotional,  to  say  the  least.  With 
some  I  try  to  correspond. 

But  what  of  any  lasting  value  was 
accomplished?  Explicit  verbal  or 
written  witness  for  Christ  is  a  very 
touchy  matter.  Proselytizing  is  against 
the  law,  just  as  distributing  Bibles  is 
against  the  law.  The  government 


grants  its  people  the  freedom  to  believe 
but  not  to  urge  others  to  be  Christians. 
One  waits  for  one's  Chinese  friends  to 
ask  the  right  questions.  Susan 
Stamper,  who  had  been  teaching  at  the 
university  for  three  years,  was  trusted 
by  Chinese  Christian  friends  and  others 
who  often  came  to  visit  in  her 
apartment. 

I  believe  this  low  key  kind  of  one- 
on-one  witness  is  very  important,  and 
especially  so  when  it  is  in  the  context 
of  doing  something  for  China  itself. 
China's  modernization  program  is 
dependent  upon  its  leaders  learning 
English.  The  door  is  wide  open  now  to 
law-abiding  people  of  good  will  who 
can  teach  EngUsh.  What  is  needed  is 
"vision,"  that  inner  sight  God  has 
given  all  missionaries  through  the  ages 
to  know  with  certainty  that  the  small 
connecting  communications  they  are 
able  to  make,  God  will  bountifully 
bless  and  enlarge  for  the  purposes  of 
His  eternal  Kingdom.

and  to  share  in  that  jubilation!  I  was 
not  disappointed. 

I  spent  New  Year's  Eve  and  the 
following  two  weeks  in  Nigeria.  For 
over  eighty-five  years  the  Missionary 
Church  has  been  planting  churches  and 
Bible  schools  in  that  country.  I  visited 
the  vernacular  Bible  school  in  Tungan 
Magajiya  and  spoke  with  a  student  who 
is  evangelizing  a  neighboring  village. 
Harvey  Fretz  told  me  of  his  plans  for 
the  village  of  Share.  He  and  his  wife 
will  be  moving  into  a  small,  mud 
walled  house  and  will  be  reestablishing 
a  Bible  school  there.  I  traveled  with 
national  leader,  Jonathan  Amao,  who 
not  only  guides  the  church  in  his  own 
country,  but  is  propelling  the  Nigerian 
church  forward  as  a  Third  World  leader. 
He  is  planning  to  send  Nigerian 
missionaries  to  other  West  African 
nations.  How  beautiful  are  the  feet  in 
Nigeria. 

Sierra  Leone  was  the  second  stop 
on  my  four  country  tour.   Although 
local  congregations  are  not  large,  there 
is  an  optimistic  feeling  that  God  is 


poised  for  action. 

Finally,  I  had  opportunities  to 
counsel  and  to  be  a  friend.  I  spent  parts 
of  several  days  with  the  children  at  the 
Kabala  Rupp  Memorial  School  in 
Sierra  Leone.  It  was  good  to  sit  on 
tlieir  swings  while  learning  about  life 
as  a  Third  World  kid,  to  attend  their 
church  service,  and  to  eat  in  their 
dining  hall.  One  little  guy  corrected 
me  when  I  inadvertently  cut  ahead  of 
him  in  the  cafeteria  line! 

Ganyan  villagers  told  me  of  their 
joy  in  Christ  made  possible  by  the 
witness  of  our  people.  After  dark  one 
evening,  Stan  took  me  to  the 
neighboring  village  of  Simitia.  An 
Aftican  evangelist  that  our  missionaries 
had  discipled  was  to  lead  a  Bible  study. 
We  met  with  a  hundred  villagers  in  a 
leaf  hut.  As  "the  big  stranger"  I 
brought  greetings  and  was  given  a  gift. 
Then  the  African  presented  the  gospel. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  study  the  local 
teacher  said  to  Stan,  "My  students  have 
been  singing  gospel  songs  in  school.  I 
have  been  leading  them,  but  I  am  not  a 
Christian.  I  would  like  to  accept 
Christ  and  be  baptized."  How  beautiful 
are  the  feet  in  Sierra  Leone. 

In  France  the  beautiful  feet  are  few 
but  effective.  Paul's  method  of  living 
among  unevangelized  people  with  the 
goal  of  reaching  them  for  Christ  is 
employed  by  the  Jones',the  Grimshaws, 
and  the  Bjorks.  Bill  Jones  introduced 
me  to  his  French  friend  who  shared 
with  me  his  love  for  the  Savior.  Were 
it  not  for  the  friendship  evangelism  of 
our  missionaries,  salvation  would  not 
have  come  to  this  family.  The  method 
is  working. 

"Would  you  do  it  again?"   I  am 
asked.  You  bet  I  would.  Dr.  Ted  Ward 
from  Trinity  Evangelical  Divinity 
School  says  that  Christian  college 
faculties  need  to  be  overseas  as  a  rule 
rather  than  as  an  exception.  Some  of 
our  faculty,  students,  and  alumni  have 
world  class  feet.  This  must  become  the 
norm.  My  goal  is  to  have  a  "world 
class"  institution!   "How  beautiful  on 
the  mountains  are  the  feet  of  those 
who.. .say...,  'Your  God  reigns!'" 


NEW  OFFERINGS!

We  have  approval  now  to  begin  to 
offer  in  the  fall  of  1987-88,  a  BA  and  a 
BS  in  Biblical  Studies  with  an  em- 
phasis on  teaching  the  Bible  on  the 
high  school,  college  and  even  seminary 
level.  It  is  obvious  that  for  college  and 
seminary  teaching,  further  education 
and  degrees  would  be  necessary.  It  will 
include  teaching  courses  from  the 
Division  of  Professional  Studies,  as 
well  as  a  field-work  experience  for  two 
hours.  Particularly  the  BA  program 
will  provide  an  excellent  foundation  for 
graduate  study  leading  ultimately  to 
teaching  the  Bible  and  theology  and  the 
Biblical  languages  on  a  graduate  level. 
The  degrees  will  be  granted  upon  the 
completion  of  128  semester  hours  of 
work.

Correspondence 

Studies  Report 

One  of  the  quiet  ministries  of  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College  is  the  Department 
of  Correspondence  Studies.  It  is  quiet 
in  that  it  provides  no  traveling  teams, 
offers  no  commencement  service,  and 
rarely  advertises  to  the  general  public. 
In  spite  of  the  absence  of  these  things 
the  Department  of  Correspondence 
Studies  continues  to  offer  a  service  that 
is  known  around  the  world. 

The  service  offered  is  accredited 
college-level  courses  by  correspond- 
ence. Currently,  the  department  offers 
83  courses  ranging  from  the  study  of 
Genesis  to  Geology  with  new  courses 
being  developed  on  a  regular  basis. 
Since  the  D.C.S  offers  only  a  one-year 
program  ~  the  Christian  Worker's 
Certificate  -  most  students  take  courses 
and  then  have  the  credit  transferred  to 
another  institution.  In  the  past, 
students  have  come  to  us  from  all  50  of 
the  United  States,  most  Canadian 
provinces,  and  a  wide  range  of  foreign 
nations.  Credits  have  been  transferred 
to  over  500  colleges  and  seminaries. 

Enrollment  in  the  D.C.S.  is 
currently  running  around  2,500. 
Annually,  the  Department  enrolls 
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approximately  2,000  new  students.  All 
of  our  courses  are  graded  personally  by 
qualified  faculty  members.  Our  faculty 
read  and  grade  25,000  lessons  each  year. 
The  appeal  of  doing  college  work  by 
correspondence  is  three-fold.  The 
primary  reason  most  students  apply  is 
for  convenience.  Correspondence 
studies  allow  the  students  to  study  at 
their  own  pace  and  to  work  around 
schedule  conflicts  that  would  otherwise 
keep  them  out  of  class.  Additionally, 
the  student  evaluations  tell  us  that  our 
students  really  appreciate  the  personal 
contact  offered.  Whether  its  a  friendly 
voice  on  the  phone  or  a  helpful 
criticism  from  a  faculty  member,  the 
D.C.S.  seeks  to  provide  correspondence 
work  with  a  personal  touch. 

Finally,  correspondence  is  cost 
effective.  With  tuitition  at  one-third 
the  residential  rate,  students  can  save 
money  and  still  receive  a  comparable 
form  of  education.  As  you  can  see, 
although  it  is  quiet,  the  D.C.S.  is 
having  a  big  impact  on  the  ongoing 
ministry  of  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College. 

CONTINUING 
EDUCATION  UPDATE 

Every  Tuesday  evening  the  lights 
are  on  in  the  Rupp  Lecture  Hall  of  the 
Witmer  Building.  Although  this  is  not 
a  college  class,  there  is  definitely 
learning  taking  place.  Tuesday  evening 
is  the  night  the  Institute  of  Biblical 
Studies  meets.  The  Institute  of 
Biblical  Studies  is  a  non-credit  program 
offering  adults  in  the  area  a  chance  to 
study  the  Bible  under  the  leadership  of 
Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  faculty. 
This  past  semester,  Dr.  Wes  Gerig, 
chairman  of  the  Biblical  Studies 
Division,  led  the  class  in  a  study  of 
Genesis.  Of  the  56  students  enrolled, 
53  received  Continuing  Education 
Units  (CEUs)  in  recognition  of  their 
participation.  Of  special  interest  was  a 
reception  held  on  April  21st  in  honor 
of  two  students,  Mr.  John  D.  Henry, 
Jr.  and  Mrs.  Jean  A.  Fritz.  Both  John 
and  Jean  received  their  Certificate  of 
Biblical  Studies  in  recognition  of  their 
work  over  the  past  six  years.  During 
that  time  they  have  taken  12  classes 
through  the  Department  of  Continuing 
Education. 


Classes  will  begin  again  next  fall 
on  Tuesday,  September  8  with  a  study 
on  the  nature  of  man.

CMMA  MEETING

"The  key  ingredient  in  any 
Christian  organization  is  trust;  don't 
substitute  management  (skills)  for 
trust,"  Dr.  Ted  Ward  said  as  he  spoke 
at  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  for  the 
Christian  Ministries  Management 
Association  March  12th. 

Speaking  to  a  group  of  forty 
Christian  managers,  leaders  and 
professionals,  Dr.  Ward  used  a  diree- 
part  model  to  explain  his  perspectives 
on  leadership  from  a  practical  view.  In 
the  first  meeting,  he  covered  his 
leadership  model  in  depth,  reviewing 
such  concepts  as  risk-taking,  modeling, 
and  hope.  He  used  Scripture 
extensively  to  support  and  illustrate  his 
conclusions  and  definitions. 

Two  key  concepts  he  spoke  on 
included  the  emphasis  that  the 
permeation  of  the  consciousness  of 
Christ  throughout  an  organization 
typifies  a  Christian  organization  -  not 
merely  praising  and  praying.  He  also 
stated  that  the  number  one  problem  for 
a  seminary  is  the  lack  of  training  in 
interpersonal  skills  as  evidence  by 
surveys  and  feedback  from  churches.

THREE  DISTINGUISHED  ALUMNI  INDUCTED  INTO  AlX 


Each  year  the  FWBC  Faculty  elect 
two  or  three  distinguished  Alumni  to 
receive  honorary  membership  in  Delta 
Epsilon  Chi  -  the  Honor  Society  of  the 
American  Association  of  Bible  Coll- 
eges. Three  chosen  this  year  and  recog- 
nized at  the  Alumni  Banquet  were: 

Rev.  Russell  Sloat  g  32. 

Russell  and  his  wife  Evelyn,  have 
served  50  years  in  Nigeria,  West  Africa, 
a  length  of  service  attained  by  very  few 
missionaries.  Russell  was  one  of  the 
first  church-planting  missionaries 
among  the  Kambari  people.  Although 
initially  resistant  to  the  gospel,  today 
the  Kambari  Church  numbers  thou- 
sands of  believers  with  a  well-trained 
spiritual  leadership.  Russell  is  con- 
sidered the  "father"  of  this  church. 
Even  though  well  beyond  retirement 
age,  the  Sloats  were  reappointed  to 
another  term  of  service  in  1982  at  the 
request  of  the  Nigerian  Church. 

Mrs.  Eudene  King  Keidel,  g  44. 

Mrs.  Keidel  and  her  husband  Levi, 
served  over  30  years  in  the  Republic  of 
Zaire  with  the  African  Inter-Mennonite 
Mission.  As  a  nurse,  she  pioneered 
medical  work  among  the  Bashilele 
people  and  produced  100  teaching  charts 
in  two  languages  as  visual  aids  in  a 
preventive  medicine  program.   As  a 
writer  she  authored  two  books  that  have 
been  translated  into  four  European 
languages  for  use  in  interpreting  third 
world  customs  to  the  European 
audience.  All  four  of  the  Keidel's 
children  have  attended  Fort  Wayne 
Bible  College. 

Dr.  George  Powers  g  37. 

Music  has  been  the  medium  of 
ministry  for  Dr.  George  Powers.  He 
has  completed  graduate  studies  with 
majors  in  both  organ  and  piano  and  a 
doctorate  in  Sacred  Music  from  Union 
Theological  Seminary.  He  has  served 
as  organist-choirmaster  at  a  number  of 
churches  for  25  years,  18  of  these  at  the
